The  country  ia  under  obligation?  to  you, 
lor  the  prompt  manner  in  which  you  have 
published  the  acts  of  the  late  session  of  the 
Legislature.  Many  of  them  have  already 
gone  into  operation,  and  are  regulating  the 
conduct  ol  the  citizen,  and  the  public  should 
know,  that  they  may  square  their  conduct  by 
them. 

The  act  in  regard  to  the  importation  of 
slaves  into  this  State,  forcibly  illustrates  how 
great  is  the  public  necessity,  and  how  limit- 
ed the  constitutional  power,  to  regulate  that 
subject  The  new  Constitution  was  fanned 
in  the  interest  of  the  ultra  pro-hlavery  men, 
and  is  now  in  the  way  of  permitting  the  pub- 
lic interest  to  be  subserved  in  the  matter 
of  bringing  slaves  here  from  the  rebel  States; 
but  wc  must  stand  bv  the  Constitution  and 
the  laws. 

The  act  to  punish  disloyal  practices — crin" 
mally  and  civilly,  ought  to  have  been  pass- 
ed two  years  ago:  but  may  still  do  some  good, 
— especially  it"  Kentucky  is  to  be,  to  any  con- 
oider.tble  extent,  the  theater  of  future  hostili- 
ties The  effort  in  each  of  these  laws  to  define 
loyalty,  is  disreputable  to  a  Legislature  claim- 
ing to  be  loyal.  It  is  in  these  words :  "The 
test  of  loyalty  shall  be  whether  the  defendant 
have  adhered  to  and  supported  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  Slates  und  of  Kentucky, 
snd  have  complied  with,  and  have  been  obedi 
ant  to,  the  laws  enacted  in  pursuance  thereof." 
According  to  this  definition,  every  one  who 
argues  that  secession  is  right, — coercion 
wicked, — the  draft  unconstitutional,— throws 
up  his  hat  at  rebel  victories, — is  not  disloyal, 
because,  in  their  opinion  it  is  a  violation  of 
no  constitutional  law.  Under  it  the  citizen  is 
under  no  obligation  to  aid  the  Government, 
and  mav  oppose  all  of  its  measures,  as  a  large 
party  calling  themselves  "conservatives'  are 
now  doing.  The  definition  ofjoyalty  in  these 
statutes  was  designed  to  justify  disloyal 
practices,  and  galvanize  disloyal  men;  and,  is 
false  in  principle,  as  ii  will  prove  in  prac- 
ice.  Loyally  is  the  correlaiive  of  allegiance; 
and  allegiance  is  the  tie  w  hich  binds  the 
citizen  to  the  Government,  the  artificial  thing 
created  by  the  Constitution  and  laws,  and 
is  not  satisfied  with  the  passive  dutv  o' 
obedience,  but  demands  the  active  dutv  of 
support,  and  maintenance,  and  defence  If 
the  measures  of  administration  are  im- 
politic, or  unconstitutional,  the  citizen  may 
not  withdraw  from  the  contest  in  which  the 
nation  is  engaged;  but  must  stand  by  and 
support  the  Government,  and  do  no  act  that 
will  be  calculated  to  deprive  it  of  the  sup 
port  of  all  its  citizens.  The  idea  that  meas- 
ures of  policy,  injurious  lo  private  interests, 
will  justify  withholding  support,  finds  no  ex- 
cuse, much  less  justification,  in  the  obliga- 
tions of  allegiance,  or  the  duties  of  loyalty.

March  S. — News  I'rom  Charleston  to  the 
4th  ;  the  bombardment  of  the  city  still  con- 
tinues. All  was  quiet  at  Jacksonville;  re- 
inforcements are  rapidly  arriving,  Gen.  Sey- 
mour considers  his  position  secure  against 
snccesslul  attack  by  the  rebels  The  Fede- 
ral encampment  extends  some  eight  miles 
Out  of  the  town  The  rebels  are  between 
Ten-mile  Rao  and  Daldron.

Some  of  the  rebels 
admitted  their  loss  in  the  late  battle,  in  kill- 
ed and  wounded,  as  very  lar^e, — several  put- 
ting it  as  high  as  4,000. 

There  are  rumors  from  New  Orleans  that 
20,000  rebels  were  inarching  through  West- 
ern Louisiana,  about  the  1st  instant.  There 
are  also  reports  that  some  ol  the  Federal 
vessels  before  Mobile  have  been  injured  by 
the  rebel  guns  at  Forts  Gaines  and  Morgan. 

Deserters  from  the  rebel  army  ol  Virginia 
state  that  all  their  supplies  are  exhausted; 
that  thev  uet  nothing  from  Richmond  ;  and 
that  Lee  has  to  send  out  daily  large  lora"e 
parties  south  of  the  Rapid  Ann. 

There  is  a  rumor  that  armed  tugs  have 
been  sent  out  of  the  Rappahannock  by  the 
rebels,  which  have  succeeded  in  capturing 
several  Federal  steamers  and  other  vessels.

Sell-Condemnation  of  Secession 

The  Confederate  Congress  has  recently 
passed  a  bill  authorizing  a  suspension  of  the 
privilege  of  the  w  rit  of  habeas  corpus  "dur- 
ing the  present  invasion  of  the  Confederate 
States,"  it  being  provided  that  "such  sus 
pension  shall  apply  only  to  the  eases  of 
persons  arrested  or  detained  by  order  of  the 
President.  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  general 
officer  commanding  the  Trans-Mississippi  ' 
Military  Department,  by  the  authority  and 
QlItteT  the  control  of  the  President."  The' 
bill  also  contains  a  category  of  the  cases  in  ' 
which  the  writ-shall  be  suspended,  and 
among  tlicm  are  specified  the  cases  "of  trea- 
son or  treasonable  efforts  or  combinations  to 
subvert  the  Government  of  the  Confederate 
States;  of  conspiracies  to  overthrow  the 
Government  or  conspiracies  to  resist  the 
lawful  authority  of  the  Confederate  States; 
and  of  persons  aiding  or  inciting  others  to 
abandon  the  Confederate  cause,  or  to  resist 
the  Confederate  States,  or  to  adhere  to  the 
enemy." 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  category  of  cases 
is  comprehensive  enough  to  embrace  the  case 
of  citizens  in  any  Confederate  State  who 
should  "combine'  or  "conspire"  for  the  pur 
pose  of  "seceding"  from  the  Southern  Con- 
federacy to  form  new  political  alliances. 
Such  persons  would  certainly  bo  open  to  the 
charge  of  seeking  to  "subvert"  or  overthrow 
the  "Government  of  the  Confederate  States ;" 
and  if  any  of  them,  Iu  the  exercise  of  their 
''State  rights'  and  "State  sovereignty," 
should  desire  to  return  to  their  old  relations 
in  the  Federal  Union,  they  would  come 
within  the  denomination  of  "persons  aiding 
and  inciting  others  to  abandon  the  Confed- 
erate cause,  or  to  resist  the  Confederate 
States,  or  to  adhere  to  the  enemy."  All  this 
is  very  clear.  But  in  this  view  what  becomes 
of  the  fundamental  doctrine  of  the  said  Con- 
federate Government  ?  Founded  on  the 
assumed  right  of  secession,  it  now  converts 
its  very  cornerstone  into  a  stone  of  stum- 
bling and  rock  of  offense  to  all  citizens  in 
the  Southern  Confederacy  who  shall  pre- 
sume to  exercise  a  "right"  which  they  were 
told  it  was  perfectly  legitimate  for  them  to 
enjoy  under  the  sway  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. The  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  was,  in  the  eyes  of  the  revolutionists 
who  sowed  the  seeds  of  revolt,  little  better 
than  a  rope  of  sand,  but  the  bond  of  union 
under  the  Confederate  Constitution  is  drawn 
tight  and  rigid  as  an  iron  chain.  Surely  the 
people  of  the  South  have  found  the  little 
finger  of  the  insurgent  authorities  thicker 
and  heavier  than  the  loins  of  the  National 
Government  which  they  were  taught  to 
dread  lor  its  "oppressions,"  but  which  they 
never  knew  except  for  its  blessings  until 
thev  armed  it  with  the  sword  which  the 
magistrate  does  not  any  more  bear  in  vain 
against  domestic  than  foreign  enemies 

Gen.  Kilpntrick's  Expedition. 

There  has  been  during  the  past  week 
various  telegraphic  reports  of  the  doings  of 
Gen.  Kii.patbick,  on  a  raid  in  the  rearof  the 
rebel  lines  toward  Richmond.  He  returned 
into  the  Federal  lines,  from  the  expedition, 
on  the  3d  instant. 

It  appears  he  succeeded  in  getting  behind 
Lee's  rebel  forces  without  any  resistance,  and 
approached  within  three  miles  of  Richmond. 
He  there  encountered  a  heavy  force  of  rebels, 
and  drove  them  into  their  defenses  around 
the  city.  Finding  the  enemy  and  works  too 
strong  to  allow  him  to  reach  the  city  and 
accomplish  the  object  of  the  expedition,  he 
withdrew  and  reached  the  lines  of  General 
Butler  with  the  loss  of  about  100  men. 

A  special  to  the  New  York  Times  gives 
the  following  details  of  the  results  of  the 
raid:  Miles  of  railroad  track  on  the  two 
principal  roads  over  which  Lee  transports 
his  supplies  for  the  northern  army  of  Vir- 
ginia have  been  so  thoroughly  destroyed  that 
some  time  will  elapse  before  the  roads  can 
be  put  in  order  again.  Depots  of  commis- 
sary, ordnance,  and  quartermaster's  stores 
were  burned  or  destroyed.  No  less  than 
six  grist  mills  and  one  saw  mill,  principally 
at  work  lor  the  rebel  army,  were  burned. 
Six  canal  boats  loaded  with  grain,  the  canal 
locks  on  James  river  canal,  and  almost  in 
valuable  coal  pits  at  Maniken's  Bend  were 
destroyed.  Nearly  300  prisoners  were  cap- 
tured, several  hundred  horses  pressed  into 
service,  and  hundreds  of  negroes  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  come  with- 
in our  lines. 

The  following  account  of  the  course  of 
the  expedition,  after  leaving  Richmond,  is  of 
interest:  At  night  the  command  went  into 
camp  at  a  place  six  miles  from  Richmond, 
and  two  miles  from  the  Chickahominy.  At 
11:50,  P.  M.,  just  as  the  command  was  fairly 
asleep — except  those  on  duty — the  rebels 
opened  a  two  gun  battery  upon  the  camp  of 
Gen.  Davis's  brigade,  and  immediately  after 
charged  the  camp  of  the  7th  Michigan.  The 
men,  though  taken  entirely  by  surprise 
seized  their  carbines,  and.  under  Col.  Litch- 
field, supported  by  the  1st  Vermont,  Col 
Preston,  handsomely  repulsed  the  enemy 
Several  men  were  wounded,' and  Col.  Litch- 
field, who  is  missing,  is,  it  is  feared,  also 
wounded. 

iien.  Kilpatrick  decided  lo  move  across 
the  White  House  Railroad  and  down  the  Pe- 
ninsula. During  the  day,  Capt.  Mitchell, 
of  I'd  New  York,  with  the  bulk  of  Dahl 
green's  cavalry  rejoined  the  main  column 
The  enemy  all  day  Tuesday  and  Tuesday 
night  and  Wednesday  and  Wednesday  night 
harrnssed  the  command.  Skirmishing  was 
almost  constantly  going  on  in  different  di- 
rections. On  Wednesday  morning  about 
nine  o'clock  a  large  force  of  cavalry  came 
upon  the  rear  of  the  column.  Gen.  Kilpat- 
rick wn-  not  unprepared  for  this,  and  deci- 
ded to  give  them  battle  The  1st  Vermont, 
under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Preston,  ably  as- 
sisted by  Captains  Grant  and  Camming*, 
and  the  1st  Maine  bore  the  brunt  of  this 
fight,  which  lasted  something  over  an  hour, 
while  the  7th  Michigan  and  other  regiments 
of  Gen.  pavis's  brigade  were  in  position  to 
render  whatever  assistance  might  be  neces- 
sary. Only  one  charge  was  made,  which 
was  made  by  company  A,  1st  Maine,  led  by 
Captain  Estes,  A.  A.  G.,  and  Captain  Cole, 
when  five  of  the  enemy  were  captured.  The 
enemy  suddenly  retired.  When  the  com- 
mand moved  forward  and  passed  the  rear 
and  flanks,  and  several  times  an  offer  of 
battle  was  made,  they  refused  it. 

On  this  day  (Wednesday)  several  relugees 
from  Richmond  came  into  camp  and  report- 
ed that  Captain  Wilson,  of  the  2d  Ohio,  who 
had  escaped  from  the  Richmond  Bastile,  was 
near  at  hand,  but  for  some  reason  he  did  not 
join  his  command 

On  Wednesday,  Lieutenant  Whitaker,  was 
sent  lo  destroy  Tunsall's  Station,  on  the 
White  House  Railroad,  but,  upon  arriving 
there,  much  to  his  surprise,  he  lound  the 
place  in  flames.  From  the  negroes  in  the 
vicinity  he  ascertained  that  a  column  of 
Union  cavalry  from  Bui  ler's  department  had 
just  left  there.  This  was  the  first  intima- 
tion ol  assistance  being  to  near  at  hand. 

On  Thursday  morning,  Kilpatrick  moved 
toward  New  Kent  C.  II.  On  the  way  he  met 
Colonel  Spear,  in  command  of  a  cavalry 
force,  looking  for  Kilpatrick's  command.

LAWS   OF   THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Pa.eseJ  oi  the.  First  Session  i>f  the  Thirty 
■•ighlh  Congress. 

[PUBLIC  NO.  11.] 
AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  nut  for 
unrolling  and  calling  nut  the  national  forces, 
and   for   other  purpose.*/'    approved  March 
third,  eightcon  hundred  and  sixty-three. 
lie  it  enacted  by  Ike  Senate  and  Houte  of  Rejtre- 
ieutativct  of  the  United  Statct  of  America  in  Con- 
l/reet  attembled,  That  the  Presidontnf  the  United 
States  shall  he  authorized,  whenever  he  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  during  the  present  war,  to 
call  for  such  number  of  men  for  the  military  ser- 
vice of  tho  United  States  as  the  public  exigencies 
may  require. 

Sec.|2.  And  be  it  furtlirr  tnacted,  That  tho  quota 
of  each  ward  of  a  city,  town,  township,  pre- 
cinct, or  election  district,  or  of  a  county,  where 
the  county  is  not  divided  into  wards,  towns,  town- 
ships, precincts,  or  election  districts,  shall  be,  as 
nearly  as  possible,  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  men  resident  therein  liable  to  render  military 
sorvice,  taking  into  account,  as  far  as  practicable, 
tho  number  which  has  been  previously  furnished 
thorefrom  ;  and  in  ascertaining  and  tiling  said 
quota  there  shall  be  taken  into  account  tbo  num- 
ber of  men  who  have  heretofore  entered  tho  nav- 
al service  of  the  United  States,  and  whose  names 
are  borno  upon  the  enrollment  lists  as  alreadv  re- 
turned to  tho  offleo  of  the  Provost  Marshal  flen- 
eral  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the 
{uotas  shall  nnt  be  filled  within  the  time  desig- 
nated bv  the  President,  the  provost  marshal  of 
the  district  within  which  any  ward  of  a  city, 
town,  township,  precinot,  or  election  district,  or 
county  ,  whero  the  same  is  not  divided  into  wards, 
towns,  townships^precinets,  or  election  districts, 
which  is  deficient  in  its  quota,  is  situated,  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Provost  Marshal  Gen- 
eral, make  a  draft  for  the  number  deficient  there- 
from ;  but  all  volunteers  who  may  enlist  after  the 
draft  shall  have  been  ordered,  and  before  it  shall 
be  actually  made,  shall  be  deducted  from  tho 
number  ordered  to  bo  drafted  in  such  ward,  town, 
township,  precinct,  or  election  district,  or  county. 
And  if  tho  quota  of  any  district  shall  not  be  fill- 
ed by  the  draft  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  the  act  to  which  it  is  an 
amendment,  further  drafts  shall  be  made,  and  like 
proceedings  had,  until  the  quota  of  snch  district 
shall  be  filled. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  *t  further  enacted,  That  any  per- 
son enrolled  under  the  provisions  of  tho  act  for 
enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces,  and 
for  other  purposes,  approved  March  third,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-three,  or  who  may  be 
hereafter  so  enrolled,  may  furnish,  at  any  time 
previous  to  the  draft,  an  acceptable  substitute, 
who  is  not  liable  to  draft,  nor  at  the  time  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
and  such  person  so  furnishing  a  substitute  shall 
be  exempt  from  draft  during  the  time  for  which 
[such]  substitute  shall  not  be  liable  to  draft,  not 
exceeding  tho  time  for  which  such  substitute  shall 
have  been  accepted. 

See.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any 
person  drafted  into  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States  may  before  the  time  fixed  for  his 
appearance  for  duty  at  the  draft  rendezvous 
furnish  an  acceptable  substitute,  subject  to  snch 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  War.  That  if  such  subsittuteis  not 
liable  to  draft,  the  person  furnishing  him  shall 
be  exempt  from  draft  during  the  time  for  which 
such  substitute  is  not  liable  to  draft,  not  exceed- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  was  drafted  ;  and  if 
such  substitute  is  liable  to  draft,  the  name  of 
the  person  furnishing  him  shall  again  be  placed 
on  the  roll,  and  shall  be  liable  to  draft  on  future 
calls ,  but  not  until  the  present  enrollment  shall 
bo  exhausted  ;  and  this  exemption  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  term  for  which  such  person  shall  have 
been  drafted.  And  any  person  now  in  tho  mili- 
tary or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  nbt 
physically  disqualified,  who  has  so  served  more 
than  one  year,  and  whose  term  of  unexpired 
service  shall  not  at  the  time  of  substitution  ex- 
ceed six  months,  may  be  employed  as  a  substitute 
to  serve  in  the  troops  of  the  State  in  which  he 
enlisted;  and  if  any  drafted  person  shall  here- 
after pay  money  for  the  procuration  of  a  substi- 
tute, under  the  provisions  of  tho  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  such  payment  of  money 
shall  operate  only  to  relieve  such  person  from 
draft  in  filling  that  quota  ;  and  his  name  shall 
be  retained  on  the  roll  in  filling  future  quotas ; 
but  in  no  instance  shall  the  exemption  of  any 
person  on  account  of  his  payment  of  commuta- 
tion money  for  the  procuration  of  a  substitute, 
extend  beyond  one  year:  but  at  the  end  of  one 
year,  in  every  such  oa3e,  the  name  of  any 
person  so  exempted  shall  be  enrolled  again,  if 
not  before  returned  to  the  enrollment  list  undor 
the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  boards 
of  enrollment  shall  enroll  all  persons  liable  to 
draft  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  whose  names 
may  have  been  omitted  by  the  proper  enrolling 
officers;  all  persons  who  shall  arrive  at  the  age 
of  tweuty  years  before  the  draft  ;  all  aliens  who 
shall  declare  their  intention  to  become  citizens  : 
all  persons  discharged  from  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  the  United  States  who  have  not  been 
in  such  service  two  years  during  the  present  war; 
and  all  persons  who  have  been  exempted  under 
the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  but  who  aro  not  ex- 
empted by  the  provisions  of  this  net ;  and  said 
boards  of  enrollment  shall  release  and  discharge 
from  draft  all  persons  who,  between  the  time  of 
the  enrollment  and  the  draft,  shall  have  arrived 
at  tho  age  of  forty-five  years,  and  shall  strike  the 
names  of  such  persons  from  tho  enrollment. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any 
mariner  or  able  or  ordinary  seaman  who  shall 
bo  drafted  under  this  act,  or  the  act  to  whioh  this 
is  an  amendment,  shall  have  the  right,  within 
eight  days  after  the  notification  of  such  draft,  to 
eniist  in  the  naval  service  as  a  seaman,  and  a 
certificate  that  he  has  so  unlisted  being  made  out, 
in  oouformity  with  regulations  which  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  tho  Navy,  and 
duly  presented  to  the  provost  marshal  of  the 
district  in  which  such  mariner  or  able  or  ordinary 
seaman  shall  have  been  drafted,  shall  exempt  him 
from  such  draft  :  Prmrided ,  That  the  period  for 
which  he  shall  have  enlisted  into  the  naval  ser- 
vice shall  not  be  less  than  the  period  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  drafted  into  the  military  service: 
And  provided  further,  That  the  said  certificate 
shall  declare  that  satisfactory  proof  has  been 
made  before  the  naval  officer  issuing  the  same 
that  the  said  pcrsen  so  enlisting  in  the  nuvy  is  a 
mariner  by  vocation,  or  an  able  or  ordinary  sea- 
man. And  any  person  now  in  the  military  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States  who  shall  furnish  satis- 
factory proof  that  he  is  a  mariner  by  vocation  or 
an  able  or  ordinary  seaman  may  enlist  into  the 
navy  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  uiay  be 
prescribed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States: 
Provided,  That  such  enlistment  shall  not  be  for 
less  than  the  unexpired  term  of  his  military  ser- 
vice nor  for  less  than  one  year.  And  the  bounty 
money  which  any  mariner  or  seaman  enlisting 
from  tho  army  ;nto  tho  navy  may  have  received 
from  the  United  States,  or  from  tho  State  in  which 
he  onlisted  in  the  army,  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  prize  money, to  which  he  may  become  entitled 
during  the  time  required  to  complete  his  military 
service:  And  prod  ted  further,  That  the  whole 
number  of  such  transfer  enlistments  shall  not  ex- 
ceed ten  thousand. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when 
ever  any  such  mariner  or  able  or  ordinary  seaman 
shall  have  been  exempted  from  such  draft  in  the 
military  service  by  such  enlistment  into  the  naval 
service,  under  such  due  certificate  thereof,  then 
the  ward,  town,  township,  precinct,  or  elec- 
tion district,  or  county,  whon  the  same  is  not  di- 
vided into  wards,  towns,  townships,  precincts, 
or  election  districts,  from  which  such  person  has 
been  drafted,  shall  be  credited  with  his  services 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  he  had  been  duly 
mustered  into  the  military  service  under  such 
draft. 

Sect.  And  be  it  farther  tnacted,  That  all  en- 
listments into  the  naval  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  into  the  marine  corps  of  the  L'nited 
States,  that  may  hereafter  be  made  of  persons 
liable  to  service  under  the  act  of  Congress  enti- 
tled "An  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the 
national  forces,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approv- 
ed March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
three,  shall  be  credited  to  the  ward,  town,  town- 

j  ship,  prccioct,  or  election  district,  or  county, 
when  the  same  is  not  divided  into  wards,  towns, 

'townships,  precincts,  or  election  districts,  in 
which  such  enlisted  men  were  or  msy  be  enrolled 


and  liable  to  duty  und  r  the  act  aforesaid,  undnr 
such  regulations  as  the  Provost  Marshal  Oeaeral 
of  tho  United  States  may  prescribe. 

Soc.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  tho 
following  persons  be  and  they  are  hereby  ex- 
empted from  enrollment  and  draft  nnder  tho  pro- 
visions of  this  act  and  of  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  to-wit :  Such  as  aro  rejected  as 
physically  {or  mentally  unfit  for  the  service,  all 
persons  actually  iu  tho  military  or  nnvol  service 
of  the  Uniied  States  at  the  time  of  tho  draft, 
and  all  persons  who  have  served  in  tho  military 
or  naval  scrvico  two  years  daring  the  present  war 
and  boon  honorably  discharged  therefrom  ;  and 
no  persons  but  snch  as  nro  herein  exempted  shall 
be  exempt. 

Sec.  11.  Andbeit  further  enacted ,  Xhai  section 
third  of  tho  *'Act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out 
the  national  forcos,  and  for  other  purposes,"  ap- 
proved March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
three,  and  no  much  of  section  ten  of  said  act  as 
provides  for  the  separato  enrollment  of  each  class, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  :  and  it  shall 
be  tho  duty  of  the  board  of  enrollment  of  each 
district  to  consolidate  tho  two  classes  mentioned 
in  tho  third  section  of  said  act. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any 
person  who  shall  forcibly  resist  or  oppose  any  en- 
rollment, or  who  shall  incito,  counsol,  encourage, 
or  who  shall  conspire  or  confederate  with  any 
other  person  or  persons  forcibly  to  resist  or  op- 
pose any  such  enrollment,  or  who  shall  aid  or 
assist,  or  take  any  part  in  any  forcible  resistance 
or  opposition  thereto,  or  who  shall  assault,  ob- 
struct, hinder,  impede,  or  threaten  any  officer  or 
other  person  employed  in  making  or  in  aiding  to 
make  such  enrollment,  or  employed  in  the  per- 
formance, or  in  niding  the  performance  of  any 
service  in  any  way  relating  thereto,  or  in  arrest- 
ing or  aiding  to  arrest  any  spy  or  deserter  from 
tho  military  service  of  the  United  States  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  competent 
to  try  tho  offenco,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding five  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  both  of  said  pun- 
ishments in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  And  in 
cases  where  such  assaulting,  obstructing,  hinder- 
ing, or  impeding  shall  produce  the  death  of  snch 
officer  or  other  person,  the  offender  shall  he  deem- 
ed guilty  of  murder,  and,  upon  conviction  thore- 
of  upon  indictment  in  the  circuit  court  of  the 
United  States  for  the  district  within  which  the 
ottonce  was  committed,  shall  be  punished  with 
death.  And  nothing  in  this  section  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  reliove  the  party  offending 
from  liability,  under  proper  indictment  or  pro- 
cess, for  anv  crime  against  the  laws  of  a  State, 
committed  by  him  while  violating  tho  provisions 
of  this  section. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ena'ted,  That  the 
Secretary  of  War  shall  be  authorized  to  detail  or 
appoint  such  number  of  additional  surgeons  fo' 
temporary  duty  in  the  examination  of  persons 
drafted  in  the  military  service,  in  any  district,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  prompt  examina- 
tion of  all  such  persons,  and  to  fix  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid  9urgeons  so  appointed  while  ao- 
tnally  employed.  And  such  surgeons  so  detailed 
or  appointed  shall  perform  the  same  duties  as  the 
surgeon  of  the  board  of  enrollment,  except  that 
they  shall  not  be  permitted  to  voto  or  sit  with 
the  board  of  enrollment. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
Secretary  of  War  is  authorized,  whenever  in  his 
judgment  tho  public  interest  will  be  subserved 
thereby,  to  permit  or  require  boards  of  examina- 
tion of  enrolled  or  drafted  men  to  hold  their  ex- 
aminations at  different  points  within  their  respec- 
tive enrollment  districts,  to  he  determined  by 
him :  Provided,  That  in  all  districts  over  one 
hundred  miles  in  extent,  and  in  such  ns  are  com- 
posed of  over  ten  counties,  the  board  shall  hold 
their  sessions  in  at  least  two  places  in  such  dis- 
trict, and  at  such  points  ns  aro  best  calculated  to 
accommodate  tho  people  thereof. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  pro- 
vost marshals,  boards  of  enrollment,  or  any  mem- 
ber thereof,  acting  by  authority  of  the  board, 
shall  have  power  to  summon  witnesses  in  behalf 
of  the  Government,  and  enforce  their  attendance 
by  attachment  without  previous  payment  of  fees, 
in  any  ease  pending  before  them,  or  either  of 
them  :  and  the  fees  allowed  for  witnesses  attend- 
ing under  summons  shall  be  six  cents  per  mile 
for  mileage,  counting  ono  way  ;  and  no  other  fees 
or  costs  shall  be  allowed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  ;  and  they  shall  hare  power  to  ad- 
minister oaths  and  affirmations.  And  any  person 
who  shall  willfully  and  corruptly  swear  or  affirm 
falsely  before  any  provost  marshal,  or  board  of 
enrollment,  or  member  thereof,  acting  by  author- 
ity of  the  board,  or  who  shall,  before  any  civil 
magistrate,  willfully  and  corruptly  swear  or  affirm 
falsely  to  any  affidavit  to  be  used  in  any  case 
pending  before  any  provost  marshal  or  board  of 
enrollment,  shall. on  conviction,  be  fined  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not 
less  than  six  months  nor  moro  than  twelvo  months. 
The  drafted  men  shall  have  procoss  to  bring  in 
witnesses,  but  without  mileage. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  cop- 
ies of  any  record  of  a  provost  marshal  or  board 
of  enrollment,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  cer- 
tified by  the  provost  marshal,  or  a  majority  of 
said  board  of  enrollment,  shall  he  deemed  and 
taken  as  evidence  in  any  civil  or  military  court 
in  like  manner  as  tho  original  record:  Provided, 
That  if  any  person  shall  knowingly  certify  any 
false  copy  or  copies  of  snch  record,  to  bo  used  in 
any  civil  or  military  court,  he  shall  be  subject  to 
the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury. 

Rcc.  17.  And  br  it  further  enacted,  That  mem- 
bers of  religious  denominations,  who  shall  by 
oath  or  affirmation  declare  that  they  are  conscien- 
tiously opposed  to  tho  hearing  of-arras,  and  who 
are  prohibited  from  doing  so  by  the  rules  and 
articles  of  faith  and  practice  of  said  religious  de- 
nominations, shall,  when  drafted  into  the  military 
service,  be  considered  non-combatants,  and  shall 
be  assigned  by  tho  Secretary  of  War  to  duty  in 
tho  hospitals,  or  to  the  core  of  frecdmen.or  shall 
pay  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  such  per- 
son as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  designato  to 
recoive  it,  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  the  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers  :  Provided,  That  no  person 
shall  bo  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  unless  tho  declaration  of  conscien- 
tious scruples  agninst  bearing  arms  shall  he  sup- 
ported by  satisfactory  evidence  that  his  deport- 
ment has  been  uniform'y  consistent  with  such  de- 
claration. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no 
person  of  foreign  birth  shall,  on  aeconntof  alien- 
age, be  exempted  from  enrollment  or  draft  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  tho  act  to  which  it  is 
an  amendment,  who  has  at  any  time  assumed  the 
rights  of  a  citizen  by  voting  at  any  election  bold 
under  authority  of  the  laws  of  any  State  or  Ter- 
ritory, or  of  the  United  States,  or  who  has  held 
any  office  under  such  laws  or  any  of  them  ;  but 
the  fact  that  any  such  person  of  foroign  birth  has 
voted  or  held,  or  shall  vote  or  hold,  office  ns 
aforesaid,  shall  be  taken  as  conclusive  evidence 
that  he  is  not  entitled  to  exemption  from  military 
service  on  aeconnt  of  alienage. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  tnacted.  That  all 
claims  to  exemption  shall  he  verified  by  the  oath 
or  affirmation  of  the  party  claiming  exemption, 
to  the  truth  of  the  facts  stated,  unless  it  shall 
satisfactory  appear  to  the  board  of  enrollment 
that  such  party  is  for  some  good  and  sufficient  rea- 
son unable  to  make  such  oath  or  affirmation  ;  and 
the  testimony  of  any  other  party  filed  in  support 
of  a  claim  to  exemption  shall  also  be  made  upon 
oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any 
person  drafted  and  liable  to  render  military  ser- 
vice shall  procures  decision  of  tho  board  of  en- 
rollment in  his  favor  upon  a  claim  to  exemption 
by  any  fraud  or  false  representation  practiced  by 
himself  or  by  his  procurement,  such  decision  or 
exemption  shall  he  of  no  effect,  and  the  per- 
son exempted,  or  in  whose  favor  the  decision  may 
ho  made,  shall  be  deemed  a  deserter,  and  may  be 
arrested,  tried  by  court-martial,  and  punished  a- 
such,  and  shall  be  held  to  service  for  the  full 
term  for  which  ho  was  drnfted,  reckoning  from 
the  time  of  his  arrest:  Provided,  That  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  may  order  the  discharge  of  all  per- 
sons in  the  mili  ary  service  who  are  under  tho 
age  of  eighteen  years  at  tho  lime  of  the  applica- 
tion for  their  discharge,  when  it  shall  nppear  up- 
on due  proof  that  such  persons  are  in  'he  ser- 
vice without  tho  consent,  either  expressed  or  im- 
plied, of  their  parents  or  guardians.  And  prod- 
ded further.  That  such  persons,  their  parents  or 
guardians,  shall  first  repay  to  the  Governm-'it 
and  to  the  State  and  local  authorities  ail  boun- 
ties and  advance  par  which,  may  have  been  paid 
to  them,  any  thing  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment  to  the  contrary  a-jf  withstanding. 

Sec.  21.  AW  6e  it  farther  cuu  t/d.  That  anv 
person  who  shall  procure,  or  attempt  to  procure, 
I  a  false  report  from  the  surgeon  ol  tie  board  ol 
lenrollmcnt  concerning  the  physical  condition  ol 
any  drafted  person,  or  r.  decision  in  favor  of  such 


person  hy  the  hoard  of  enrollment  upon  a  claim 
to  oxcuiptidn,  knowing  tho  same  to  be  false,  shall, 
upon  eonvielion  in  any  district  or  circuit  court  of 
tho  I  nited  State".  I>c  punished  by  imprison* 
mont  for  the  period  ■  which  the  partv  wn- draft- 
ed, "iff  ' 

See.  t2.  And  be  it  furtherenactcd ,  That  the  fees 
of  agents  and  attorneys  for  making  out  and 
causing  to  be  executed  any  papers  in  support  of 
a  claim  for  exemption  from  draft,  or  for  nny  ser- 
vices that  may  be  rendered  to  the  claimant,  shall 
not,  in  any  case,  exceed  fivo  dollars;  and  physi- 
cians or  surgeons  furnishing  certificates  of  dis- 
ability to  any  claimant  for  exemption  from  draft 
shall  r.oc  be  entitled  to  any  fees  or  compensation 
therefor.  And  auy  agent  or  attorney  who  shall, 
din  ■■:.  or  indirectly,  demand  or  receive  any

And  if  any  member  of  a 
board  of  enrollment,  or  any  such  surgeon,  clerk, 
assistant,  or  employee,  shall  procure,  or  attempt 
to  procure,  a  substitute  for  any  person  drafted,  or 
liable  to  be  draited  as  aforesaid,  ho  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a   misdemeanor,  and  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
not  less  than   thirty  days,  nor  more  than  six 
months,  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  by  any 
court  competent  to  try  the  offence. 

Sec.  24.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
able-nbodied  male  colored  persons,  between  the 
ages  of  twenty  and  forty-five  years,  resident  in 
the  L'nited  States,  shall  be  enrolled  recording  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  of  tho  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  and  form  partof  the  national 
forces;  and  when  a  slave  of  a  loyal  master  shall 
he  dratted  and  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  his  master  shall  have  a  certificate 
thereof,  and  thereupon  such  slave  shall  be  free; 
and  the  bounty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  now  pay- 
able by  law  for  each  drafted  man,  shall  be  paid  to 
tho  person  to  whom  such  drafted  person  was 
owing  service  or  labor  at  the  time  of  his  muster 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States.  Tho  Seo 
retary  of  War  shall  appointa  commission  in  each 
of  the  Slave  States  represented  in  Congress,  charg- 
ed to  award  to  each  loyal  person  to  whom  a 
colored  volunteer  may  owe  service  a  just  com- 
pensation, not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars, 
for  each  such  colored  volunteer,  payable  out  of 
the  fund  derived  from  commutations,  and  every 
such  colored  volunteor  on  being  mustered  into 
tho  service  shall  be  free.  And  in  all  cases  whero 
men  of  color  have  been  heretofore  enlisted  or 
hare  volunteered  io  the  military  servico  of  the 
United  States,  all  tho  provisions  of  this  act,  so 
far  as  tho  payment  of  bounty  and  compensation 
are  provided,  shall  be  equally  applicable  as  to  those 
who  may  be  hereafter  recruited.  But  men  of 
color,  drafted  or  enlisted,  or  who  may  volunteer 
into  the  military  service,  while  they  shall  be 
eredited  on  the  quotas  of  the  sovcral  States,  or 
sub  livisions  of  States,  wherein  they  are  re- 
spectively drafted,  enlisted,  or  shall  volunteer, 
shall  not  he  assigned  as  State  troops,  but  shall 
be  mustered  into  regiments  or  companies  as 
United  States  colorod  troops. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
fifteenth  section  of  theact  to  which  this  is  amend- 
atory be  so  amended  that  it  wi  1  read  as  follows: 
That  any  surgeon  charged  with  the  duty  of  such 
inspection,  who  shall  recoive  from  any  person 
whomsoever  any  mosey  or  other  valuable  thing, 
or  agree,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  receive  the 
samo  to  his  own  or  another's  use,  for  making  an 
imperfect  inspection, or  a  false  orincorrect  report, 
or  who  shall  willfully  neglect  to  make  a  faithful 
inspection  and  true  report,  and  oaoh  member  of 
the  board  of  enrollment  who  shall  willfully  agree 
to  tho  discharge  from  service  of  any  drafted  per- 
son who  is  not  legally  and  properly  entitled  to 
such  dis  hargo.  shall  ho  tried  by  a  court-martial, 
and,  on  oouvictioo  thereof,  he  punished  by  a 
fine  not  less  than  threo  hundred  dollars  and  not 
more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  shall  he  impris- 
oned nt  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  be  cash- 
iered and  dismissed  the  service. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
words  "precinot"  and  "election  district,"  as  used 
in  this  act,  shall  not  be  construed  to  require  any 
subdivision  for  purposes  of  enrollment  and  draft 
loss  than  the  wards  into  which  any  city  or  village 
may  be  divided,  or  than  the  towns  or  townships 
into  which  any  county  may  bo  divided.      *  ^ 

bee*  27.  Andbeit  Jurther  enacted,  That  so  much 
of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  for  enrolling  and  cal- 
ling out  the  national  forcos,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  is  hereby  repealed.

Reeotced  by  the  Senate  and  i/oute  of  Repreten- 
tativetof  the  L'nkcd  Sta'et  of  Amencn  in  Congrctt 
attemhled,  First:  That  the  Provost  Marshal  Gen- 
eral be  and  is  horeby  directed  to  enlist  such  per- 
sons as  may  desire  to  enter  into  the  naval  ser- 
rico  of  tho  United  States,  under  such  directions 
as  may  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the 
Secretary  of  tin  Navy,  which  enlistments  shall 
be  credited  to  the  appropriate  district :  Provided 
neverthelett,  Thtt,  inasmuch  as  persons  enlisted 
in  tho  naval  service  receive  prize  money,  persons 
so  enlisting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any 
bounty  upon  theirenlistmenr.  Second:  That  the 
President  of  tho  United  States  may,  whenever  in 
his  judgnWnt  tho  public  service  requires,  au- 
thorize and  direct  the  transfer  of  persons  who 
have  been  employed  in  sea  service,  and  are  now 
enrlsterV in  regiments  for  land  service,  from  such 
regiments  to  the  naval  service,  upon  such  terms 
and  according  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he 
mav  prescribe:  }*rovided  nevtrthtlttt,  That  the 
number  ot  transfers  from  any  company  or  regi- 
ment shall  not  he  so  great  as  to  reduce  such  com- 
pany or  regiment  below  the  minimum  strength 
required  by  t!te  regulations  of  the  military  ser- 
vice: And  prtcid-d  further.  That  such  snm  as 
may  have  been  paid  to  persons  so  transferred,  as 
bounty  lor  enuring  into  the  military  service,  shall 
be  transferred  from  the  recruiting  fund  of  the 
naval  service  to  tho  credit  of  the  proper  appro- 
priation for  tie  land  service. 

Soc.  2.  Aurf  be  it  further  rrtotved,  That  thero 
shall  be  paid  to  each  enlisted  able  or  ordinary 
seaman,  hereafter  enlisted  into  the  naval  service, 
an  advance  of  three  months'  pay  as  a  bounty  to 
be  refunded  to  the  Treasury  from  any  priis 
monev  to  whith  such  enlisted  man  may  be  enti- 
tled. "

Gen.  Meade  at  Gettysbiirgh 

For  several  days  the  telegraph  has  been 
reporting  that  Gen  Meade  had  been,  or  was 
about  to  be.  removed  from  the  command  of 
the  army  of  the  Potomac,  because  ol  some 
damaging  statements  about  him,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  battle  of  Gettysburgh,  made 
by  Gen.  Sioki.es  before  the  committee  on  the 
conduct  of  the  war.  Gen.  Meade  went  to 
Washington  in  reference  to  them  ,  and  the 
last  dispatch,  up  to  this  wrting,  is  the  fol 
lowiug,  to  the  Cincinnati  Gazette,  under 
date  of  March  6 

Gen.  Meade  has  returned  to  the  army.  It 
is  said  he  has  received  assurances  from  (he 
President,  that  the  recent  developments  be 
fore  the  Committee  on  the  conduct  of  the 
war,  have  in  no  nay  endangered  his  position. 
Meade  was  before  t  he  Committee  on  Satur 
day.  He  is  understood  to  have  admitted 
the  issue  of  an  order  at  Gettysburgh  for  a 
retreat,  but  to  hare  intipiated  that  Butter 
field  was  responsible  for  it.  The  Committee 
propose  to  probe  the  matter  further,  and 
Butlerfleld,  Hancock,  and  others,  are  to  be 
called  on  The  developments,  if  sustained 
by  lurther  evidence,  promise  to  put  a  new 
face  on  some  of  the  reputations  achieved  by 
the  brilliant  result  at  Gettysburgh 

Afe-srs.  Lincoln  mid  Chase. 

As  there  are  contradictory  reports  about 
a  correspondence  between  President  Lincoln 
and  Secretary  Chase,  we  give  the  annexed 
statement  by  the  Washington  correspon- 
dent of  the  Cincinnati  Gazette  presuming  it 
is  reliable  i 

On  the  morning  after  the  appearance  in 
the  newspaper  of  the  Pomeroy  circular. 
Secretary  Chase  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
President  referring  to  the  circular,  stating 
the  tacts  connected  with  his  having  con- 
sented to  the  use  of  h.«  name,  and  ignor 
ance  of  the  measures  his  friends  were 
taking,  and  asking  whether  there  was 
anything  in  his  action  or  position  which 
could  prejudice  the  public  interests  in  bis 
charge  He  added,  he  did  not  wish  to  ad- 
minister the  Treasury  Department  one  day 
without  the  President's  entire  confidence. 
Mr.  Lincoln  acknowledged  this  letter  at 
once;  and  some  davs  later  replied  to  it  in  a 
spirit  equally  frank  and  friendly; — hisl  etter 
closing  with  the  statement  that  he  did  not 
perceive  any  occasion  for  any  change  From 
this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  interpretations 
sought  to  be  given  to  the  correspondence  bv 
certain  journals,  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Chase 
should  decide  for  himself  whether  he  could 
honorably  remain,  are  utterly  unwarranted 
If  the  Secretary  should  appear  to  have  been 
in  any  way  discredited  at  the  White  House, 
it  is  interred  that  a  further  correspondence 
would  be  probable. 

Washington  and  Traitors. 

The  following  "order"  of  Gen.  Washington, 
during  our  Revolutionary  struggle,  for  all 
disaffected  persons  either  to  go  beyond  the 
lines,  or  take  the  oath  of  allegiance,  is  ot 
interest  at  this  time  : 

"And,  whereas,  it  has  become  necessary 
to  distinguish  between  the  friends  of  Amer- 
ica and  those  of  Great  Britain,  inhabitants 
of  these  States;  and  that  every  man  who 
received  a  protection  from,  and  is  a  subject 
of  any  State,  (not  being  conscientiously 
scrupulous  against  bearing  arms),  should 
eland  ready  to  defend  the  same  against  hos- 
tile invasion. 

"I  do,  therefore,  in  beball  of  the  United 
Stales,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  committed 
to  me  by  Congress,  hereby  strictly  command 
and  require  every  person  having  subscribed 
such  declaration,  taken  such  oaths,  and 
accepted  such  protection  and  certificates  from 
Lord  or  General  Howe,  or  any  other  person 
serving  under  their  authority,  lorthwith  to 
repair  to  headquarters,  or  to  the  quarters  of 
the  nearest  general  officer  of  the  Continental 
Army  or  militia  (until  further  provision  can 
be  made  by  (he  civil  Minority),  and  there 
deliver  up  such  protection,  certificates  and 
passports,  and  take  the  Oath  of  Allegiance 
to  the  United  Stales  of  America 

"Nevertheless,  hereby  granting  full  liberty 
to  all  such  as  prefer  the  interest  and  protec 
lion  of  Great  Britain  to  the  freedom  and  hap- 
piness of  their  couniry,  forthwith  to  withdraw 
themselves  and  families  within  the  enemies' 
lines  And  I  do  hereby  declare,  that  all  and 
every  person  who  may  neglect  or  refuse  to 
comply  wiih  thit  order  within  thirty  days 
from  thedate  hereof,  will  be  deemed  adherents 
to  the  King  of  Gre:it  Britain,  and  treated  as 
common  enemies  of  these  American  States.

From  Japan.  —The  latest  news  from  Japan 
confirms  the  report  that  Prince  Satsuma  had 
paid  the  indemnity  demanded  from  him  by 
the  British  representative.

Circular. — In  entering  upon  the  duties  as- 
signed him  at  this  place,  the  General  com-: 
manding  is  fully  impressed,  not  only  with 
their  importance  and  the  difficulties  which 
be  is  liable  to  encounter  at  every  step,  but 
■Jao  with  the  fact  that,  without  the  hearty  [ 
co-operation   of  his   officers  and  men,  he, 
must  signally  fail  in  their  accomplishment.  I 

To  the  end  that  this  co-operation  may  be  ! 
cheerfully  rendered,  it  is  proper  to  state  that 
we  have  come  here  for  the  purpose  of  being  i 
remounted,  re  equipped,  drilled,  and  discip- 
lined,  and  placed  in  all  respects  in  complete  j 
condition  for  taking  the  field  again  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  You  have  just , 
emerged  from  a  long  and  arduous  campaign. 1 
where  you  have  been  constantly  exposed  to 
the  cold  and  stormy  weather  of  winter  with- 
out shelter,  and,  in  many  cases,  without 
shoes  or  overcoats — without  food,  except 
such  scanty  allowance  of  corn  as  you  were 
enabled  to  gather  by  fighting  for  it  during 
the  day  and  parching  during  the  night 
You  have  accomplished  many  long  and 
weary  marches  with  nothing  whatever  to  cat ; 
and,  since  1  had  the  honor  to  command  you. 
you  have  fought  five  pitched  battles,  in  ev- 
ery one  of  which  you  have  been  victorious, 
and  for  each  ol  which  you  have  received 
the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Commander  ol  the 
department.  All  these  things  have  you  ac 
eoniplished  and  suffered  like  men  and  true 
soldiers,  without,  so  far  ns  I  have  learned, 
the  utterance  of  a  single  complaint  Such 
heroism,  such  patient  endurance,  and  such 
patriotism,  cannot  always  escape  the  admi- 
ration and  gratitude  of  a  discerning  public- 
Yet  no  laws,  nor  orders',  nor  regulations,  nor 
activity  on  the  part  ol  a  commander  can 
prevent  the  demoralization  (more  or  less)  of 
an  army  compelled  by  the  necessities  of  the 
case  to  subsist  upon  the  country  in  which  it 
may  be  operating,  and  I  regret  to  say  that 
in  our  case  the  rule  has  found  no  exception. 

The  necessity,  however,  for  subsisting  off 
the  country  no  longer  exists  with  u  — every- 
thing required  for  the  maintenance  of  our- 
selves and  our  animals  will  be  furnished  by 
the  Government  on  proper  requisitions,  so 
that  the  time  am)  energy  of  every  one  ol  us 
(officers  and  soldiers),  may  and  should  be 
devoted  exclusively  to  our  military  duties,  so 
that  when  the  time  shall  arrive  for  entering 
upon  the  approaching  campaign,  we  may  go 
forth  a  terror  to  the  enemy  and  "be  in  at  the 
death"  of  this  unholy  and  already  waning 
rebellion. 

Regulations  lor  the  collection  and  distri- 
bution of  forage,  subsistence,  and  supplies 
generally  will  bp  promulgated  from  these 
headquarters  at  once;  and  it  is  hoped,  will 
be  respected  and  carried  out  in  the  same 
spirit  and  good  faith  in  which  they  are  es 
tablished. 

Let  us,  then,  all  put  our  shoulders  to  the 
wheel  like  men — lei  us  be  up  and  doing — lei 
it  not  be  said  by  the  sixty  thousand  brave 
Kentuckians  who  are  now  sustaining  ihe 
honor  of  our  flag  and  the  integrity  of  our 
Union  on  distant  and  bloody  fields,  that  we 
have  come  here  to  bum  and  destroy  their 
fences — lay  waste  their  farms — insult  their 
wives  and  daughters,  and  desolate  their  coun 
try,  which  has  already  suffered  so  many 
wrongs  and  outrage-  at  the  hands  of  'he 
rebel  demons 

But  let  us  rather  so  conduct  ourselves,  that 
we  will  reflect  credit  on  the  States  from 
which  we  hail,  and  on  the  cause  in  which 
we  are  engaged;  and  that  we  may  carry 
with  us  when  wc  again  take  the  field  the 
blessings  of  the  loyal  people  among  whom 
wc  have  been  sojourning.

I.  The  Chief  yuarleriuasier  and  Chief 
Commissary  will  at  once  establish  depots 
at  this  place  from  which  forage  and  subsist- 
ence stores  will  be  supplied  ou  requisition. 

II.  The  purchase  of  horses,  mules,  or  sup 
plies  ol  any  kind  on  account  of  ihe  Govern- 
ment, will  not  be  made  by  anv  other  than 
the  chiefs  of  the  quartermaster  and  commis- 
sary department,  and  then  only  when  au 
ihorized  from  these  Headquarters;  and  the 
practice  of  "pressing"  horses,  mules,  forage, 
Ac,  Ac,  will  cease  entirely  in  the  command 
until  some  unforeseen  necessity  arises  there- 
for, when  thai  necessity  will  be  announced 
Irorn  these  headquarters 

III.  It  being  desirable  that  the  farmers 
be  encouraged  as  much  as  possible  in  inak 
ing  their  crops  the  coming  season,  comman- 
ders ol  camps  will  see  that  as  little  damage  as 
possible  be  done  to  the  fences,  barns,  Ac, 
in  their  vicinity  by  the  troops  of  their  com- 
mands. 

The  camp  police  required  by  the 
army  regulations,  including  roll  call,  fatigue 
duties,  dress  parades,  Ac,  will  be  at  once 
established  in  each  camp  &nd/executed  with 
regularity  and  precision. 

V.  Every  company  officer  for  duty  (and 
not  on  special  duty)  will  parade  with  his 
company  at  all  stated  roll  calls;  and  at  re 
veille  the  arms  will  be  inspected  by  the  com- 
pany commanders. 

VI.  On  and  after  the  1st  of  March  (except 
Saturday  afternoon  and  Sundays),  when  the 
weather  will  permit,  battalion  drill  will  be 
established  in  every  camp  from  9  to  1 1 
o'clock  A.  M  ,  and  from  2  to  4  o'clock  P.  M  , 
and  no  officer  or  soldier  reported  for  duty 
(and  not  on  special  duty)  will  be  excused 
from  these  drills  under  any  circumstances 
whatever.

water  may  be  made  soit  by  adding  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  borax  powder  to  an  ordinary  sized 
kettle  of  water,  in  which  it  should  boil. 
The  saving  in  the  quantity  of  tea  used  will
